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cups is not known. But whether found in 
Italy or Greece or Egypt, they bear the un- 
mistakable stamp of Greek workmanship in 
the delicacy and vitality of their execution. 
They have been placed in the center of the 
Hellenistic Room (Seventh Room) in the new 
classical wing, where they can be compared 
with products of the same age. To many a 
person familiar only with the more heroic 
side of classical art, they will come as a 
revelation of what the Greeks could do in 
poetic treatment of every-day subjects. 

Membership. At a meeting of the 
Executive Committee, held on Monday 
afternoon, May 20, Charles D. Norton 
was elected a Fellowship Member, and six 
persons were elected Annual Members. 

Every individual at present in the 
service of the Museum contributed some- 



thing to the Red Cross War Fund during 
the drive of May 20-27, including both 
those on our regular salary list and those 
who are engaged here temporarily, the 
total number of contributors being 336. 
These contributions, added to the sub- 
stantial subscriptions which have been 
made by our employees to the three issues 
of Liberty bonds, constitute a record of 
which the Museum may and does feel 
justly proud.
